To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Toivn  of  Brooldine,  in  the  County 
of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Toivn  and  State  Affairs. 

Youj  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Daniels  Academy 
Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
March  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  year  ensuing,  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com-^ 
mittees,  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  to  the  same.
